Ameriean Foroes in Lnzon Oet the Better
of Insurgent Trosps.

THE ENEMY AGAIN FUT 10 ROUTE

Wheelor, Whenton mnd MacArthur in

Charge of the Troops Bugaged— Few
Losses on the American Side Frepm-

rution for Other Forwanrd Movemonts.

MANILA, Sept. 29.—The movement
against Porac, about eight miles from
Bacolor, in Pampanga provinee, which
began at daybreak this morning, 18
conducted personally by General Mac-
Arthur. General Wheoler, with
Ninth regiment and u buttery, was ad-
vancing by two roads, while General
Wheaton, commanaiug the Tweltth

the |

and Beventeenth regiments, I8 moving |

to block the insurgeunts from retreat-
ing to the north. The Thirty-slxth
regiment accompanies General Mac-
Arthur,

Firing bas begun near Angeles.

Two Fllipino majors came to tha
American llnes last nlght with mea-
sages regarding the American prison-
ors, who were to arrive this morning.
They also requested permission for
deneral Alejandrino, one colonel and
two lleutenant colonels to visit Gen-
eral Otls. They were refused entrancy
to the Ameriean lnes until noon Fri-
day on account of today's flght, and
Gieneral Alelandrino alone will be al-
lowed to vislt General Otls.

The insurgents recently entrenched
and garrisoned the town of Paeto, on
Laguna de Bay, In the province of
Laguna. Subsequently Captain Lar-
gen, commanding the gunboat Napi-
dan, landed for a conference with the
citizens. As he was proceeding up tha
main street of the town with a equad
he was recelved witn a volley from a
hidden trench, The party retreated to
thelr boat under cover of the bulldings
and regained their vessel., The Napli-
dan then hombarded the trench for an
hour, completely destroying {t.

General MacArthur entered Poran
after an hour’s flghting, The Ameri-
can loss was slight and the insurgent
logg is8 not known, The enemy fled
northward, When the Americans en-
tered the town they found It prac-
tically deserted.

The attacking party moved on Porac
in two ecolumns. The Ninth Infantry,
with two guns from Banfa Rita, was
commanded by General Wheeler, and
the Thirty-sixth infantry, under
Colonel Bell, with one gun, accom-
panied General MacArthur from San
Antonfo. Both columns struck the
town at 9 o'clock and opened a brisk
fire, which was replled to by the
enemy for half an hour. Then the in-
surgents fled and the Americans
marched over their trenches and took
posseseion of the place. Just before
the fight Smith's command, at Angeles,
made a demonstration by firing artil-
lery up the railroad track

Liscum reported one casualty and
Bell reported four of his command
wounded., The artillery did not have
any men Injured,

Today's movement was a strategical
suecess, and resuited in the possession
of Porac and the clearing of several
miles of country  thereabout. The
columnsg, one from Santa Rita and the
other from 8an Antonio, united before
Porac, according to program, stretch-
fng around the place for some miles,

The insurgents are estimated to
have numbered 600 men. Ten dead
Filipinos were found, and the cantain
and commissary of the Midscarnos
command were taken prisoners, Theo
Amerlean loss is five killed, but there
were many prostrations from the heat,

The Enczlishmen from the insurgent
lines report that the Filipinos at Bam-
ham have T7.000 new Japanese rifles,

FORMAL WELCOME TO DEWEY.

The Great Clty Brilliantly Decked in His
Honor,

NEW YORK, Sept. 20.—New York
was decked brilllantly in honor of the
gallant sallor who is walting at her
gate. Had an ocean of color swept
through the city, its ebbing tide could
not have stained the streets more
brillantly., Hundreds of miles of red,
white and blue bunting covered the
noble facades of Broadway and Fifth
avenue, and a million flage utier over
the town. Not even the churches
have escaped the universal decora-
tions. The doors and gothie windows
of old Trinity on Lower Broadway
are gracefully draped with the na-

tional colors, and In Anclent Trinity |

graveyard the tomb of that gallant
gallor, who, dving, issued the com-
mand, “Don't glve up the ship,'” lies
ghrouded in the silken folds of the
flag for which he died,

A million visltors are here to par-
tieipate in the glorious celebration,
Bvery rond 18 pouring in a steady
stream until the gtreets are crowded
morning and night, the suarface and
elavated cars are filled to overflowing,
and the hotel corridors are
with visitors.

The gally apparelled soldlers of
many states, who are to take part in
the land parade on Baturday, began
trooping in todayv, and there was no
hour when uniformed men were not
moving in some quarter of the eity to
the sound of fife and drums and horns,

The resldents at Quarantine gave
for the benefit of the sailors on the
ships a display of fireworks, which
was followed by other patriotic resi-
dents along the Brooklyn and New
Jorsey consts, After these displays of
fireworks the Olympia and New York
gave an exhibition with their search-
lights, Hghting up passing craft and
picking out in brilllant relief many
of the pretty wooded spots on the
Htaten island hills.

DEWEY'S GOING TO MANHA,

Benator FProctor Relutos Incldent, Which
President Remembers,

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Senator
Proctor of Vermont told today the
story of his interest in having Admira)
(then commodore) Dewey assigned to
the Aslatic squadron. He sald that
when the question of a commander
for the Aslatle station was under dis-
cussion he went to the president to
recommend Dewey for the post,

“I saw (he president last Tuesday,”
said the senator, “In regard to this
very matter. He remembered the con-
versation we .ad quite distinetly and,
to my surpise, in detail. I had spok-
en of the fighting gualities of Dewey
and Mciinley replied: “Yes, but all
naval ofificers are fighters.! Then 1
sald that was true, but that Dewey waa
level-headed and that he could take
care of his country and his country's
interest, no matter how far away he
might be sent. Mr. McKinley remem-
bered all this perfectly. .nis seemed
to have some effect on the president,
for he wrote outo a card these words:
“Secretary Long—Aasign Commodore
Dewey to Asiatic sgquadron,

“WM. MKINLEY.

“The president placed this note be-
hind his Inkstand on his desk. Then
he sald to me: “Senator, that is fixed.
I told Dewey of this soon afterward
and Dewey said: ‘I will celebrate this,
Lil give you a dinner.,’ I told Dewey
that he did not owe me anything, but
as he was an old friend of mine !/
would eat his dinner and I did.”

Grizzlod SBloux Drave Steps From

Car to Happy Huntlog Grounds,
OMAHA, Sept, 20.—Conquering Bear,
the grizzled warrior of the Ogallala
Bloux, is dead. 'The old brave fell &
victim to the onward march of clviliza-
tion and lost his life because he was
unaccustomed to the ways of the city.
He was riding down town from the
Exposition grouds In company with
another member of his tribe about ¥
o'clock, At Nineteenth and Cuming
gtreet the other indian alighted from
the car witheut letting the old man
know It. As soon as Conquering Hear
saw that his companior had left the
car he stepped off and as the car was
at full speed he was hurled In a heap
on the stone pavement and never
made a motion of life afterward.
The ambulance was called from the
exposition and the body removed. A
physiclan did all in his power to re-
vive the Indian, but his efforts were in
vin. There were no bad wounds om
his person and no indication that his
skull had been fractured, The doctor
gave it as his opinion that he came
to his death from a shock to his brain,
His heart asction was good, but he
geamed unable to  breathe. Kifteen
minutes after he was brought to the
hospital he was pronounced dead,

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Intarpreting the Elootion Law,

LINCOILN, Nab.,, Oot. There
seems to be n very genernl misunder-
stunding regarding the correet inter-
pretation of the election law in respect
to the flling of certificates of nomina-
tlon and stataments of expense. Can-
didates have until twenty-five days be-
fore election to flle certifioates of nom-
inntion, but thelr expense statements
must be on file within ten days after
the conventlon., According to the gen-
oral understanding of the law It Is not
necessary for judicial eandidatea to flin
certificates with the gsecretary of state,
The law in this respect provides that
all pergong nominated for any judieial
or state office by a convention repre-
ganting a distrlet largar than a county
shall file certificates with the aecretary
of state, except as otherwise provided,
Another gection provides that judicial
candidates muat file certificates with
the county clerks and that they may
file them with the secretary of state,
So far only the Fourth distriet judicial
candidates have fllea certifleates,
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Burlington I pot Burned.

pests.  The Insect has beon known to
g0 twenty rods around a wheat field
to vench one of alfalfa, and 1t hos al-
rendy been named “the alfalfa worm'
by those whose crops have suffered
from It

spechmens which render the |dentl-
fication positive have bean recelved at
the experiment station of the univer-
sity from Jolingon, Gage, Nemaha, Sn-
line, Filllmore, Douglas, Washington
and Dodge counties. Specimens have
also been found In Boyd county, in the
northern part of the state, and In Daw-
son eounty, In the western portion,
making Its extent over the state quite
wide.
